In Freak Hand 


Bv Oswald and James Jacoby 
B'reak hands lend themselv es 
to freak action. If y ou are v ul­ 
nerable and y our non-v ulnerable 
opponents are competing against 
y ou, y our general plan should be 
to bid so as to play the contract 
at a lev el y ou can make. Thus, 
if y ou are sure of making six 
spades and y our opponents are 
competing in hearts, y ou may 
want to settle for fiv e spades as 
a compromise. This compromise 
will surely pay off if it turns 
out that a six spade call would 
merely get the opponents to sev ­ 
en hearts down three for minus 
500 against the 680 y ou would 
score in duplicate or the 880 in 
rubber bridge for bidding fiv e 
spades and making six .

In 
fact, Latin American Commu­ 
nists, 
who could 
infiltrate 
by 
boat from neighboring Caribbe­ 
an islands, were tolerated. 
So far, only routine police 
methods have been employed to 
put a stop to the terrorism and 
the fire-bombings. If this atti­ 
tude persists will Puerto Rico 
become another Vietnam?

The impression gained in high 
circles in Washington is that the 
United States is counting on the 
Soviet Union to play a key role 
behind the scenes in convincing 
the Pyongyang regime that it 
would be wise to release the 
men—and possibly the ship. 
Despite Russia’s initial formal 
refusal to use its “ good offices” 
in 
the 
case, 
U.S. 
officials 
obviously believe the Kremlin 
will be prepared to help ease 
the crisis. 
The United States brought the 
Pueblo situation to the United 
Nations late last week in hopes 
of finding a diplomatic opening 
such as the break which led to 
an easing of the Berlin Crisis in 
1961. 
Thus far, no such opening has 
occurred.

It is considered certain that
